Who Is to Blame for Poor Meat? 

The packer is not responsible for poor 
meat. He has to take what comes, and pass 
on to the consumer what he receives. That’s 
the way it looks to the National Provision- 
er, trade paper of the packing industry, 
which goes on to say: 

“The packer is sold the kind of live stock 
it suits the producer to put on the market. 
If packers refused to buy, there would be 
developed very soon a strong feeling 
against them. Some producers are honest 
in their belief that their animals are of 
gocd quality. Others are little troubled 
about this. The chief thing in either case 
is to get just as high a price as possible 
and the packer who refused to buy would 
be censured. 

“Then there is the daityman, who is 
probably the chief offender in the cattle 
market. Some other use should be found 
for dairy cows than their disposition 
through the channels of the beef trade. It 
should not be the meat trade’s responsi- 
bility to take care of this cast-off by-pro- 
duct of the dairy industry.” 

That lets the packer out, assuming that 
from the standpoint of both science and 


economics he does just about a perfect job 
in the processing and marketing of meats 
—that is, ageing and curing methods are 


the best and ncver interfered with by time 
as a marketing factor. Which, in the opin- 
ion of some people, is assuming a good 
deal. 

But what can be said for the preducer? 
What excuse is there to offer for poor 
quality, thin stuff sent to market Some- 
times a good deal. Farm conditions at times 
send stuff to market before it is ready. Ana 
there is a difference in animals. Some fat- 
ten readily; others, in the same lots, fail 
to do well. In addition to that, it goes 
without saying that there is a lot of in- 
different breeding as well as feeding. No 
is the live stock business exceptional in 
that respect! 

There would be greater improvement in 
the quality of meat animals put on the 
market if packers could pay a proper 
premium for quality. It is their own fault 
that they can’t. They have been so success- 
ful in processing low quality stuff that 
they pass it on to consumers in a very ac- 
ceptable disguise! 

The producer is not entirely to blame. He 
is even encouraged by prices paid, ai 
times, to produce common stuff. The packer 
is not to blame. He has converted poor 
quality into what the consumer usually ac- 
cepts as good quality. The dairy industry is 
not to blame. The worn out dairy cow is 
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one of its by products and should be utiliz- 
ed to the best possible advantage. _ 

What, then, is the remedy? Is it to be 
found in advertising quality meats? Is i 
to be found in a distinctive butcher sho? 
labeling of grades? Is it to be found in 
education of the consumer? No doubt all 
these things would help, but it is a Te 
sonably safe guess that no matter what 8 
done common stuff will never entirely “* 
appear from our markets.—Drovers Jour- 
nal.

Garnishes for Beef Dishes 
By Grace Viall Gray 


(Home Economies Specialist, National Live Stock 
and Meat Board) 


Garnishes as the last word in cookery 
should be considered as a real part of a 
dish and not something that is added only 
when “company” is coming to dinner. To 
garnish a dish attractively adds almost 
nothing to its cost and makes it so much 
more pleasing in every way that the slight 
trouble which is taken to place the bit of 
green or the slice of lemon or other decora- 
tions seem of little moment. Of course, the 
simplest form of garnishing is a sprig of 
parsley, or a lemon sliced and placed on the 
meat platter. Edible garnishes are always 
best if they can be managed. The meat that 
is served in a wreath of water-cress is 
made doubly valuable for both meat and 
gamish may be eaten and one compliments 
the other perfectly. Small pickles sliced 
length-wise and placed in the form of a star 
na meat loaf will give a neat and attrac- 
tive looking garnish. Hard cooked eggs with 
the whites cut into slices and the yolks 
Pressed through a sieve are a good garnish. 


Green peppers, pimentoes, or beets cut into 
fancy shapes with sharp knives or small 
vegetable cutters, which come for this pur- 
pose, make pretty garnishes. White turnips 
may be pared and hollowed into cups and 
then boiled, after which they may be filled 
with green peas, or any other vegetable. 


‘If these turnip cups are placed around the 


edge of the meat platter they make a very 
attractive and tempting array and of course 
are eaten with the meat as part of the food 
of that course. 

Car1ot cups can also be made in a similar 
way. Cut the carrots in thick slices and 
then scoop them out in the form of a cup. 
Lemon slices can be cut very thin and then 
dipped in finely chopped parsley and used 
to decorate the meat platter. 

Tiny croquettes of rice fried a golden 
brown add to the appearance of a roast. 

A simple thing like cubes of jelly placed 
around a platter add considerably to the ap- 
pearance. 

Toast cut in circles, diamonds or strips 
is a very effective garnish for any creamed 
dish, such as creamed dried beef, creamed 
veal or lamb. 

Radishes of a small round bright red va- 
riety can be cut into flower form and add 
to the attractiveness of a platter of broiled 


chops or steak. 

Celery stalks cut in two-inch pieces, then 
fringed with a sharp knife, at each end, and 
placed in water to open, make a neat decor- 
ation for a dish of cold meat. 

Mashed potatoes forced through a pastry 
tube add to both the appetizing qualities 
and appearance of a dish. The reason why 
a planked steak is so popular is because of 
the attractive manner in which several 
vegetables are placed about the steak. 

Paper frills, paper rosettes and paper 
collars, which are sold in many of the 
shops are not foolishness, but are very 
necessary accessories if one wishes certain 
dishes to look right. There are frills which 
are made to fit on ham bones or to place on 
the ends of chops. Paper rosettes placed on 
the ends of croquettes present a very neat 
appearance. Paper collars placed about 
scalloped dishes or any dish which is taken 
from the oven directly to the table im- 
proves the appearance of that dish. These 
collars may be had in various sizes to fit 
the smallest Ramekin to the largest bak- 
+ dish.

“One of the best posted men in the country on cattle of every 
description is Prof. C. A. Willson, dean of the College of Agricu- 
ture, University of Tennessee. He is a keen student of live stock 
history, a keen observer of the trend of the times. What one as 
well-informed as is Prof. Willson has to say about the cattle indus- 
try should have weight with farmers. In a recent issue of Ten- 
nessee Farmer, a U. T. publication, Prof. Willson points out that 
the demand for beef is now on the increase, following the greatest 
depression in the beef production industry which reached its lowest

level in 1923. Beef cattle, it is pointed out, have had three peaks ~ 


in farm-value prices since 1880, namely in 1885, in 1900 and in 1916, 
the beef cattle cycle of prices being fifteen years. 

It is not a proph- 
ecy to say that the beef cattle industry is now at the lowest ebb of 
the past seven and a half years, and it takes no occult discernment,

according to Prof. Willson, to predict that now is the time to pre- f 


pare for the upward trend, for he believes it safe to assume that © 


beef cattle will rise in value for the next seven and a half years. 

“The time is at hand, it is pointed out, to improve the quality 
of beef cattle while pure bred sires can be purchased at the lowest 
value they will sell at for the next fifteen years. Time should be 
seized by the forelock before the peak in prices is reached and the 
inevitable ‘I told you so’ is heard. Prof. Willson makes this un- 
qualified statement that should be deeply pondered by every faim- 
er not only in Tennessee but in the South, if not in the Nation: 

“Quality beef cattle are bound to rise in value for the next 
seven or eight years. 

“The consumption of beef per capita has decreased since 1900 
by 17 pounds, and there has been a potential loss in beef consump- 
tion since 1900 of four million cattle. Opposed to this is the fact 
that our population has increased 40 per cent while our dress 
meat supply has increased only 10 per cent. Our lowest consump- 
tion per capita was reached in 1921, but since then it has gradually 
increased, being greater last year than at any time since 1913, The 
disproportion between increase of population and increase of dress- 
ed meat supply together with the growing demand for dressed beef 
may explain, in a way, although the professor does not make this 
observation, the fact that there was shipped from Knoxville last 
week 20,000 pounds of dressed beef, this big shipment going to the 
center of the dressed beef industry in the United States, namely 
Chicago. And since the vast plains of the West, the big grazing 
areas, are becoming yearly less and less, it looks as if to the South- 
land was coming another big opportunity, the opportunity to com 


grazing and fattening of cattle, not only for home consumption but 
for feeding the people even of the great West.”

good cook. If she is so fortunate as to be 
considered in her community a good cook, 
it is because she has learned to add a dash 
of paprika or a few grains of cinnamon or 
sugar or a bay leaf or a clove or garlic at 
just the right time and in just the right 
way. She has learned the secret of gar- 
nishing. 

Recipes for Beef Dishes that Lend Them- 
selves well to garnishing: 

Planked Steak 
1 steak 2‘inches thick stitute 
Duchess potatoes Chopped parsley 
Various kinds ofSalt 
cooked vegetables Paprika 
Butter or butter substitute. 

Trim the fat and make outline of the 
steak even. Sear it on both sides on a hot 
griddle or pan, using no fat. Cook fifteen 
minutes, turning frequently. Oil a heated 
plank (see directions for planked fish), 
place the steak on the plank, and arrange 
border of Duchess potatoes around it. Ar- 
range other cooked vegetables, such as 
stuffed tomatoes or green peppers, small 
boiled onions, peas, string beans and cubes 
of carrot or turnip, around the steak, also, 


so that the board is entirely concealed. 
Place the plank in the oven until the po- 
tato border is browned and all the vege- 
tables are heated through. After removing 
it from the oven, spread the steak with 
butter or butter substitute into which has 
been rubbed finely chopped parsley, salt 
and paprika. Send to table upon the plank. 
Beefsteak with Mushrooms.

Set the oysters, with a very little of 
their juice, over the fire; when they come 
to a boil, remove any scum and stir in the 
butter or butter substitute in which the 
sifted flour has been rubbed. Boil one min- 
ute, pour over the steak and serve at once. 

Baked Stuffed Flank Steak 

2 pounds flank steak %4 teaspoon pepper 
1 c. crumbs 45 small onion 
44 ce. water or stock % cup celery 
1 teaspoon salt 1 small carrot, diced. 
1 small turnip, diced : 

Wipe steak, remove skin and lay out flat 
for stuffing. Make a dressing of crumbs, 
stock, salt, pepper, chopped onion and a 
small amount of celery and spread on the 
meat. Roll the steak with the grain so 
that when cut it may be cut across the 
grain of the meat. Place the diced vege- 
tables in a roasting-pan and on them lay 
the meat. Add two or three gups of water, 
depending upon the size of the pan. Cover 
and bake slowly for three hours, or until 
tender. When cooked, remove the meat and 
thicken the broth.

cile, and excellent mothers. They are very 
popular with feeders, packers and butchers. 

We were told that they were the wildest 
cattle to handle and would require hobbles 
to keep them on the farm. That we would 
have to furnish nurse cows for the calves. 
That they would not withstand the heat. 
These statements we soon found were not 
tru. We were not able financially to 
breed cattle for pleasure alone, but for 
profit. In 1915 when’ we broke into the 
game, like many beginners, we made a 
couple of poor selections. We had bought 
a couple of strains that the breeder did 
not care much about. 

While most of the livestock journals 
knock the high priced or fancy families, I 
venture to say that if they should buy a 
foundation herd, that they would not in- 
clude the plain bred cattle. Of course we 
know that the ultimate object is supposed 
to be the block. Yet how many breeders are 
there looking at breeding from that view- 
point During the last few years the pure 
bred cattle industry has been a trifle dis- 
couraging. Still it has given us a chance 
to cull closely, to where we now have only 
line bred Ericas and Blackeaps with a few 
Prides of Aberdeen and 4th Branch Black- 
birds. Our Ericas consist of Elbas, En- 
chantresses, Evergreens and LEjisas and 
what we consider the Best Strain of 
Blackcaps. 

Breeders may say there is nothing to 
Fancy Families, but we have noticed that 
there has always been a demand for the 
young bulls from the above mentioned 
families, while the plain bred are sent to 
the feed lots. 

The proof of my statements of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle is the result of the 
great International at Chicago. To me the 
International is the supreme test for cat- 
tle and the Breeders’ art. 


The Doddies have in open competition 
with all other beef breeds won 64 grand 
championships Herefords, 8; Shorthorns, 8; 
Cross breeds, 4; Mixed, 1. The Aberdeen- 
Angus has won every championship in car- 
cass class except one, that going to a Short- 
horn in 1900. In carload lots they have won 
18 championships out of a possible 23. The 
proof of the standing of a breed of cattle 
is its ability to get results which the Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle have done. 

I believe no breed of cattle other than 
the Aberdeen-Angus could have held out as 
long as they have against the handicap 
that they have had for the past ten ‘years. 
It has not been the magnificent specimens 
in the Shorthorn and Hereford breed that 
has given the Aberdeen-Angus their worst 
trouble by any means. Their worst trouble 
principally has been from within their own 
realm, but that is over now. I know full 
well that the Shorthorn and Herefords are 
great cattle, but watch the Doddie in the 
next ten years and see ’em grow. N. F. 
Andrews of Marshalltown, Iowa, has joined 
us as a partner and manager. He has had 
charge of some of the largest herds of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle and understands 
breeding and feeding of the Bonny Blacks. 
Men who count financially are casting 
their lot with Aberdeen-Angus. H. O. Har- 
rison, San Francisco, California joined the 
Aberdeen-Angus breeders two years ago. 
Chas. M. Schwab is now buying a founda- 
tion herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 

Let me repeat that the Aberdeen-Angus 
are not the cattle that make the wild cats 
wild but they are the best beef breed for 
uniformity in size, and color, excellent 
mothers, good milkers and early maturity. 

Yours for better and bigger Aberdeen- 
Angus herds in our great state of Kansas.

A Few Reasons Why I Believe In The 
Future of The Aberdeen-Angus Cattle 


BY E. L. BARRIER, EUREKA, KANSAS 


Every breeder of pure bred stock be- 
lieves that his own breed is the best and all 
of us have good reasons to justify, to our- 
selves at least, our faith in our favorite 
breed, but I believe we are coming, more 
and more, to realize that this is an age of 
specialization in everything. The milk, 
cream and butter of America in the future 
will not be produced by Hereford, Shorthorn 
or Aberdeen-Angus, nor will choice cuts of 
steak come from the offspring of the Jersey 
or Holstein cow. 

While some people work up a lot of en- 
thusiasm over the dual purpose animals 
supplying the needs of the creameries and 
condensaries of our country, and we have 
yet to see the dual purpose animals selling 
at the top of the market or winning block 
and carcass contests in our stock shows. The 
American people are always going to de- 
mand choice beef and choice beef will be 
produced by animals which are bred and fed 
especially for that purpose. 

A quarter of a century ago we saw many 
four and five year old steers on our mark- 
ets, today the demand for the aged and 
weighty steer of prime quality is limited. 
We see this trend in the classification at our 
stock shows. Long years ago we showed 
cattle three and four years of age in the fat 
classes, today nothing is shown above a two 
year old and I believe the time is not far 


distant when the fat classes in the major 
shows will be limited to calves and year- 
lings. The standard demand today is for a 
choice ‘carcass from an animal weighing 
from 800 to 1100 pounds, in other words, 
the prime beef of the future will be the baby 
beef. High priced land, feed and labor are 
going to force the producer to market the 
animal at an early age. The cheapest, best 
and most economical beef will be produced 
in the yearling. 

Aberdeen-Angus cattle have long been 
noted for their good feeding, grazing and, 
above everything, killing qualities, produc- 
ing as they do a carcass that has a marbled 
meat with a minimum of wastage. When 
we go into the coolers and compare the car- 
cass of a load of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
with a load of some other breed, we are 
quick to see the absence of waste fat in the 
Aberdeen-Angus careass and to note the 
beautiful marbling of the meat, which pro- 
duces meat of the highest quality. 

Absence of horns, early maturity and 
easy fleshing make the Aberdeen-Angus an 
ideal animal for the cattle raiser and feeder 
as well as for the packer. There are good 
types of cattle in all beef breeds, but none, 
I believe, will so uniformly produce the 
highest type of baby beef as the Aberdeen- 
Angus, and baby beef is the beef of the 
future—The Kansas Stockman.

Sec. Tomhave Writes Book on Meats. 

The people of the United States are one 
of the leading meat-consuming peoples of 
the world, states W. H. Tomhave, head of 
the animal husbandry department of the 
Pennsylvania State College, in “Meats and 
Meat Products,” a new book just off the 
press. Professor Tomhave, one of the lead- 
ing authorities in the country on animal 
husbandry, was recently unanimously elect- 
ed secretary of the American Aberdeen-An- 
gus Breeders’ Association from a large field 
of able candidates. . 

Consumption of meat per capita in the 
United States ranged from 150 pounds in 
1907 to 180 pounds in 1924, Tomhave says. 
The average annual per capita consumption 
during this period was approximately 162 
pounds of meat and lard, exclusive of poul- 
try, fish, and miscellaneous products, such 
as liver, sweetbreads, and similar edible by- 
products from meat animals. ; 

The average daily per capita consumption 
of meat in the United States is a little less 
than one-half a pound. In the aggregate 
approximately 53,000,000 pounds of meat is 
needed to supply the daily demand of the 
consuming public. Of the 18,481,000,000 
pounds of meat produced in the United 
States in 1923, 55 per cent was pork, 37 per 
cent beef, 5 per cent veal, and 3 per cent 
lamb and mutton. 

Among the countries of the world the 
United States ranks fourth in per capita 
consumption of meat, according to Profes- 
sor Tomhave’s book. Argentina is first with 
281 pounds. Australia is second with 262 
pounds, and New Zealand is third. 

The book discusses the butchering of var- 
ious meat animals, caring for and cutting 
up the carcasses, preparation of meat pro- 
ducts, and many other phases of the subject. 
It is one of the Lippincott series of farm 
manuals, widely used in agricultural col- 
leges.

Twenty-nine state agricultural experi- 
ment stations are now ready to begin work 
on a national co-operative experimental 
program seeking a solution of the difficult 
problems of what makes quality and palata- 
bility in our meats. This announcement was 
contained in a statement by Dean F. B. 
Mumford, University of Missou1i, to mem- 
bers of the National Live Stock and Meat 
Board. Dean Mumford is chairman of a 
special committee of live stock and meat 
authorities which has mapped out plans for 
this study. The work is being sponsored by 
the Board and is said to be one of the great- 
est projects of its kind ever undertaken. 

Those serving with Dean Mumford on the 
special committee, which is known as the 
Co-operative Meat Research Committee, 
aie EK. W. Sheets, chief of the division of 
animal husbandry, Bureau of Animal Indus- 
try, of the United States Department of 
Agiiculture, secretary; Prof. M. D. Helser, 
chief of meat investigations, Iowa State 
College; Prof. H. J. Gramlich, Animal Hus- 
bandman, University of Nebraska, and Dr. 
C. Robeit Moultcn, director of the depart- 
ment of nutiition, Institute of American 
Meat Packers. 

Agricultuial expeliment stations which 
have signified their intention of taking 
pait are Alabama, Arkansas, Georgia, IIli-

T. Hooker, who together were the partners 
in the pioneer firm of C. D. Hooker & Son, 
bieeders of Aberdeen-Angus cattle and con- 
sistent showmen for many years throughout 
the big circuits. 

Mr. Hooker passed out of this life on 
September 26th following an affliction of 
bowel ulceration. He was born and reared 
to young manhood in New York state, com- 
ing West in 1876, and utimately settling at 
Maryville in 1879 where he has resided 
since. 

Actively engaged in the Aberdeen-Angus 
breeding business during the years when 
breed was establishing itself in this coun- 
tiy; doing his bit at every turn, he was in- 
tensely interested in and applied his endeav- 
ors for the advancement of the Doddie and 
Doddie affairs up to the last . 

The South Oaks herd registered its first 
Aberdeen-Angus at page 130 in vol. 9 of 
the American Aberdeen-Angus herd book.
